REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention contains 45 claims with 6 independent claims, namely claims 1, 14, 21, 27, 33 
and 40. Among the 6 independent claims, claims 1,14 and 21 are broader than 
independent claims 27, 33 and 40. Therefore, a comparison analysis is conducted only 
between claims 1,14 and 21 and two best references - Webster and Glenn'927. 
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Vis-a-vis claims 1,14 and 21 ( they are all method claims ), Glenn'927 does not 
teach or fairly suggest a plurality of singulated responsive dies to be arranged on or 
coupled to a common support member. In Glenn'927, a die is mounted on a support 
member. Vis-a-vis the same claims, Webster fails to teach or fairly suggest that the 
barrier ( the singulated street 812 ) is formed on the support member ( 102 ). The 
barrier is instead formed in the support member. And the plurality of radiation 
transmissive windows are not attached to the barrier, but to the traces and to the 
support member In light of this difference, it is concluded that the devices of the patents 
in consideration and that of the present invention contain divergent subject matters.
